The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
the sole independent claim 1 , no prior art teaches the same compressor driving system 
having (1) an induction motor for driving the compressor; (2) a controller for controlling 
the induction motor; the controller includes (2-1) a memory; (2-2) a first frequency 
generation means for generating a field frequency based on a field command means 
and/or (2-3) a second frequency generation means for generating a voltage frequency 
based on a voltage command; and (2-4) wherein a drive pattern is extracted from the 
memory based on the generated frequency. See Fig. 4 of this instant application.
